BIGGER MACHINE 

Since the helicopter in use was too 
small for two officers, and _ since 
Christy seemed able to keep ahead 
of one would-be-capturer, the police 
chief and the pilot returned to.drier 
ground, and sent out a call for a 
bigger helicopter. 

The second machine was a Coast 
Guard helicopter from San Francis- 
co, piloted by Chief Petty Officer 
Glenn I. Kellogg of Millbrae. 

The two officers boarded it and 
the pursuit continued. 

By this time, Christy had swum 
to an even stickier mudflat at the 
edge of the bay. 

It was necessary to land the heli- 
copter on inflated pontoons. 

Chief Potter and Officer Pipkin 
then took their final examination in 
the subject of mud: They chased 
Christy over and through goo into 
which they sank, in places, to their 
hips. 

Finally, however, by approaching 
the patient from different angles, 
the two officers were able to effect 
2a capture. 

Only a couple of more things re- 
mained to be done: The officers had 
to return to their homes to change 
clothes, and the patient was return- 
ed to the Veterans’ hospital.

Atomic attack means more than 
injury and property damage. In the 
wake of such an attack epidemic 
diseases would be a major threat to 
both injured and uninjured: alike. 

Although we hope that California 
will never suffer an atomic strike, 
we must, unfortunately, prepare for 
the worst. One aspect of this prep- 
aration is protection of our people 
against two diseases in particular, 
smallpox and tetanus. 

Smallpox would inevitably flare 
up in a devastated area because of 
disrupted sanitation and our near- 
ness to Mexico where the disease 
is continuously present. 

Most people bear the scar of 
vaccination on their arms and 
think they are safe from such a 
disease. Actually this is not so be- 
cause immunity conferred by vac- 
cination only lasts five years. 

Another common misconception is 
that if, following vaccination, no re- 
action occurs, the person is immune. 
This is not true—it simply means 
that the vaccination did not “take” 
and it should be repeated. Success- 
ful vaccination must be followed by 
some redness at the site. If no reac- 
tion occurs, the vaccination must be 
repeated. 


TETANUS MENACE 

Tetanus infection is a menace 
wherever the Skin is broken, wheth- 
er by @ war-caused injury or by cut- 
ting a finger in your garden. Here 
again protection is simple—two in- 
jections, a month or more apart, 
will give some protection which can 
be easily raised to safe levels by a 
“booster shot” at the time of injury. 
e This protection again, is only 

good for three or four ‘years unless 
kept up by annual or semi-annual 
“beoster shots.” 

The Menlo Park Defense Councii 
wants everyone to be adequately 
protected against these diseases 
without delay. This applies in par- 
ticular to the “special risk groups,” 
the wardens, auxiliary firemen and 
policemen, and the like. 


DOCTORS HELP 

All of the physicians in the Menlo 
Park area are cooperating in this 
program of immunizaticn. In order 
to make these injections available 
to everyone, the doctors of the com- 
unity have agreed, as a public service 
to give the necessary injections at 
approximately the cost of materials 
alone. 

On behalf of the Defense Coun- 

cil ang the cooperating doctors, I 
urge you and your family to take 
advantage of this opportunity to 
gain adequate protection against 
these two preventable diseases, 

Bear in mind that they are a con- 
stant threat, war or not. Dependable 
protection is available now, so don’t 
put it off. Go to your family doctor 
as Soon as possible so that he can 
protect you against both smallpox 
and tetanus.

BEFORE 1900 

The “News” had been established 
long before the turneof the century, 
when that community was a thriv- 
ing lumber shipment point. 

At the time of the Menlo Park 
Recorder’s formation the Mayfield 
paper was published by Thomas B. 
Nichols, 

Learning of the campaign for 
incorporation being staged by the 
Menlo Park Improvement associa- 
ticn in 1923, Nichols decided to 
establish a second paper in Menlo 
Park, with presswork and typset- 
ting to be done in Mayfield.
